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SAVE A KONKANI INSTITUTION

Culture neglect by Cypriano Lopes 

(What angers and frustrates Konkani lovers, is that an Institution painstakingly built 
and nurtured with the monetary contributions of its not so affluent supporters..is on the 
verge of closure/merger) 

Although Goa is unquestionable the bastion and abode of Konkani language ,sadly it 
seems to be orphaned. The Devanagri supporter will swear by the language, lobby for 
Sahitya Academi Awards, another positions of power, but when it comes to the 
education of their children,the choice of newspaper and for cultural events, they prefer 
and promote Marathi. 

Konkani supporters of Roman script will fight to death for Konkani(as seen during 
language agitation), but except for watching Konkani ' tiatrs ' will prefer English for 
education, reading and in social discourse. The Konkani language sadly seems to be slowly 
losing its following among Goans 

In the sixteen century, Konkani was widely used, but only for the purpose of 
conversation. The Jesuit and. Franciscan missionaries used written Konkani to 
propagate their faith.. The first printing press was brought to India by the Jesuits in 
1556 and installed at St Paul's College, Old Goa, College. The Jesuits printed Konkani 
books in Roman script. The first Konkani book"Doutrina Christam" (Doctrine of 
Christanity) was written and printed by the Jesuits in 1556.The press was later shifted 
to Rachol Seminary, by the Jesuits, who promoted Konkani language till their expulsion 
from Goa in 1759.by Marques de Pombal. Jesuits can therefore be considered the 
pioneers and promoters of Konkani 

The Thomas Stephens Konkani Kendr (TSKK) was established by the Jesuits in 1980, to 
nurture love for Konkani amongst Goans in the twentieth century, and also to research 
and develop Konkani language and literature. The Institute was registered under 
Societies Registration Act 1860 and was allotted the registration No 23/Goa/82 

The edifice that is home to the TSKK in Porvorim is really a blend of Oriental and 
Occidental architectural design The magnificent structure stands gracefully amidst 
the concrete jungle in Porvorim today. The ambience around TSKK is truly Goan with a 
mini botanical garden of rare fruit bearing trees and flower plants that have been 
elsewhere lost to the ravages of development. The three hectare plot that houses the 
building was donated to the Jesuits by Rev Fr,Claude Saldanha of Salvador do Mundo, a 
Konkani enthusiast. 

Since then , TSKK has conferred The prestigious Antonio Pereira Konkani Puroskar to 
the stalwarts of Konkani, like Sripad Desai, Yusuf A Sheik, Prof. Olivinho Gomes, Dr 
Tanaji Harlankar and others for their contribution to the Konkani language, literature 
Culture and research. Students of Goa University like Prakash Vazrikar (the present 
Director of Official Languages have completed their doctoral studies under the 
tutelage of Fr Pratap Naik, former Director of TSKK 
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Students from Goa and abroad have studied various available courses in Konkani at 
TSKK, Innumerable workshops have been conducted for Konkani teachers and several 
research papers have been published by the Institute in the 25 years of its existence 
The TSKK has distinguished itself as the hallowed seat of learning and research in 
Konkani and is recognized by Goa University for its doctoral degree in the language. It 
has served Konkani in three major scripts, Roman, Kannada, bevanagri. It has survived 
entirely with the support of its donors and benefactors without any substantial support 
from the Government 

At a time when yeomen service of TSKK should have been allowed to flourish and 
expand... and if the Jesuit newsletter ( The Goa Jesuit Province Newsletter vol.20. No 
12 December 2012 , Jivit) is to be believed, TSKK faces imminent threat of closure by 
merger with Xavier Centre of Historical Research (XCHR), a sister organization 
situated adjacent to the Kendr. What angers and frustrates Konkani lovers is that an 
Institution painstakingly built and nurtured with monetary contribution of not so 
affluent supporters. Is on the verge of closure/ merger,.Can the Jesuits find no other 
way out? Is the intention of starting a course in History and Culture at XCHR enough 
reason to sacrifice a well developed Konkani Institution? 

What about the contribution to Konkani made by illustrious Jesuits like Fr Antonio 
Pereira, Fr Mathew Almeida, Fr Pratap Naik, Fr Vasco do Rego and other Jesuits? Should 
their lifelong achievements be buried in the archives? These scholars have given their 
toil and sweat to Konkani and this cannot be ignored. Fr Vasco Rego's to Konkani 
religious hymns used in Catholic Churches and devotional Moteteos are an invaluable 
contributions. The late Fr Mathew Almeida has substantially contributed to Konkani 
research and academic literature. The late Fr Antonio Pereira was a prolific, popular 
writer and compiler of Konkani proverbs which he published in a book form. He has to his 
cedit over 30 Konkani books but unfortunately not considered for Sahitya Akademi 
Award. Fr Pratap Naik's research work and guidance he has imparted to the students of 
Konkani at Goa University cannot be forgotten. He has also tied up with Japanese and 
Finish Scholars to conduct research in Konkani. Fr Antonio Pereira, Fr Mathew Almeida, 
Fr Pratap Naik, Fr Vasco do Rego and TSKK have received many awards from government 
Institutions, NGO's for their contribution to Konkani, In January 2008 the Botanical 
Society of Goa honoured TSKK with a special award for its well maintained mini 
Botanical garden with local fruit trees and flower plants. Fr Pratap Naik who created and 
maintained this garden was rightly called “ a priest with green fingers" by the journalist 
Frederick Noronha. On December 9,2010 TSKK was honoured Mrs Pratibhadevi Patil, 
former President of India. Out of 25 Konkani Institutions world over, TSKK was the 
only Institution chosen for that prestigious honour 

What are the Jesuits aiming to achieve bu shutting down TSKK?. If indeed that is the 
plan. Institutions established and registered under the Societies Registration act 1860 
cannot be merged lock , stock and barrel with XCHR. It requires the concurrence and 
approval of other stake holders of TSKK such as the donors, benefactors and office 
bearers. Such an unwise, hasty, immature action will tend to invite legal hurdles. Though 
friendly advice against closure/merger of TSKK is extended to the Jesuits. It is not too 
late for the Provincial to reconsider the matter. Konkani needs unbiased Institutions 
like TSKK to conduct fundamental research in the language.. Unlike other Konkani 
Institutions that use Government funds for activities other than research, the TSKK 
is the only Institute that can boast of over 25000 Konkani books, magazines and 
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manuscripts in its library. TSKK annual Sod research bulletin has published interesting 
articles on various vexacious issues confronting Konkani to day 

Though Catholics use Konkani in Roman script in religious discourse, the Church in Goa 
does not have a dedicated Konkani Institution to cater to its religious publications in 
Roman script Konkani. Translations of religious texts, development of simple and 
effective tools for learning of Cathechism, training priest in Konkani usage., all this 
requires Institutions like TSKK. The Jesuits can invite the assistance and collaboration 
of Diocesan Priests and forge a meaningful partnership to develop TSKK further The 
Institute carries with it the hopes and aspirations of Catholic laity and other Konkani 
speakers Jesuits throughout their history have contributed to language and cultures all 
over the world. In India their contributions to both major and minor languages cannot be 
ignored. The Jesuits practice and believe the principles "Ad Majorem Dei Gloriam 
Magis" (All for the greater glory of God) and in this context. We hope that Jesuits will 
not harm their own research and scholarly tradition in Goa

The sad demise of Mr. Cypriano was not sudden, but expected as he himself was more sure and 
prepared, then we might have imagined. My last visit at his Merces residence, though a painful 
experience but Cypriano spoke with sharp alertness and was mentally in full consciousness during 
the entire interaction. The calm end, I believe is a God's gift to him due to his devoutness, trust in God 
in the pious family and with numerous friends interceding on his behalf. Death may end life, but not 
relationships, we treasured and cherished over the years. Cypriano expressed profusely his gratitude 
and happiness of seeing me, though I could hardly hide my tears. 

My close association with Cypriano dates back to from being a representative of Velim Constituency 
for 3 consecutive terms and which includes his home village of Chinchinim. He was indeed proud of 
his village that he lent his full weight to all the development works and important projects with great 
enthusiasm and sustained interests. He maintained links with everyone by his occasional visits and 
also provided a platform of encouragement to perform to the village groups on Doordarshan. 

In his capacity as the Programme Executive of Doordarshan Kendra, Panaji, I had the privilege to 
appreciate his broadcasts of Govt, programmes, covering of schemes, religious and other important 
events with unbiased elegance and professional efficiency. Artists, Tiatrists, Singers, play writes, etc., 
have publicly acknowledged and lauded his contributions in most of the English and vernacular 
releases. It is heartening to learn his deep, abiding love and devotion to Konkani, spiritual strengths, 
his valuable contributions to Badminton as the President Chinchinim Jaycees and founding of 
Konkani prize. His interest and involvement in soccer, cricket. Parish Youth Association are on record. 
He had varied work experiences, as the school employee. Medical Representative, besides making 
headlines, as the O Heraldo Correspondent. Indeed, Cypriano who lived his brief life fully was 
prepared to meet any eventuality with unprecedented courage and conviction I am indebted to him 
actively associating in establishing a prestigious award under People of Chinchinim Trust, being its 
founder trustee, in my honor as an M.L.A, in recognition of my contribution to the erstwhile Velim 
Constituency. The prestigious award by friends and admirers of Velim Constituency is a precedent yet 
to be replicated in any Constituency of Goa thus far and honours the first student at SSCE from the 
schools of Velim, Chinchinim and Assolna. Mr. Cypriano unfailing graced and covered this special 
event through Doordarshan Kendra. The Teacher's Day felicitation was held at school Assembly at 
Chinchinim by the Trust, at which I was the Chief Guest and was covered and broadcasted by 
Doordarshan Kendra through his personal initiative. Publicity of Chinchinim village activities gave 
him immense pleasure and satisfaction. I was particularly touched by his presenting me a C.D. of the 
event for my record. 

Mr. Cypriano was a man of few words, soft spoken, intelligent, thinker, social activist, dedicated, 
unassuming and silent worker. He therefore earned the trust, respect and admiration of his 
colleagues, superiors as well as his friends and neighbours. I am delighted to be part of the scheme of 
Konkani Memorial Award honouring him, at SSCE in Chinchinim by his friends and admirers. The 
effort to perpetuate his memory further by hand bound souvenir to the family emphasizes love and 
respect he commanded by a grateful society. 

How true that life of the dead is treasured in the memory of living. Cypriano is never dead to us, until 
we have forgotten him and we have therefore ensured his memory in a special, but humble way. If life 
is path then death is destination Cypriano has well travelled.

The eighties and nineties, of the last century of the last millennium saw Goans in agitations 
like never before. I have, over these last four decades rolled over most of Goa in the course of 
my activism. And, wherever I went I met people some of whom have remained with me as 
lifelong friends. 


I can positively recall meeting scores of people in Chinchinim village. Among them Nelson 
Lopes, Jesus Viegas, Ciriaco Couthino and late Cypriano Lopes whose sudden and 
premature death in February is difficult to comprehend and reconcile with, have been 
associated with me ever since. 


When I first met him, Cypriano was young, idealistic and had the same approach to his 
beloved Goa as myself. And so our friendship grew strong and lasting. Unlike so many of 
our fellow Catholics, he was determined not to travel abroad for employment. His 
commitment to the land and the language Concanim (and not Konkani) was firm and total. 

It was his deep knowledge of an academic qualifications in Konkani (unfortunately not 
Concanim) that finally secured for him the coveted post of Programme Executive in 
Doordarshan Panaji. Even here the communal tiger sought to deprive him of the position 
and I had to send a notice to Doordarshan threatening legal action for discrimination, before 
he was given what was due to him. He spent nearly two and a half decades in this position 
and encouraged innumerable artistes to improve their skills and gain mastery in acting and 
Konkani. 


I recall meeting him umpteen times in his efforts to get Roman Script its due recognition vis a 
vis the Konkani language. He spent considerable lot of time in the company of Rev. Fr. Pratap 
Naik and Konkani playwright Wilson Mazarello in exploring the possibility of getting a 
judicial order in this respect. Unfortunately, nothing fruitful materialzed during his lifetime. 
I am sure he is busy wherever he is, in trying to secure after death, what evaded him in life. 

The quiet and suave Cypriano will be missed, by all those who had the good fortune to know 
him. His family, I hope will overcome this tragedy and his wife and two sons will continue in 
his footsteps. His death has deprived me of a trusted friend. RIP Cypriano.

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THE HOPE THROUGH DISAPPOINTMENT

In October 2007 an email began circulating. It said 'Once there was a man who asked God for 

a flower and a butterfly. But instead God gave him a cactus and a caterpillar. The man was 

sad. He did not understand why his request was mistaken. Then he thought: God has too 
many to care for....and he decided not to question it. After sometime, the man went to check 
on the answer to his request (the cactus and the caterpillar), which he had left forgotten. To 
his surprise, from the thorny and ugly cactus a beautiful flower had grown, and the unsightly 
caterpillar had been transformed into a most beautiful butterfly. 

In May 2015 Cypriano took ill, he asked God for health, he underwent surgery and had high 
hopes of recovery. He prayed, his family prayed. We prayed. Then came the biopsy report. 
MALIGNANCY! So shuttering. Cypriano was quiet, ''Bad News" is what he said to me, 
when I entered his room in Grace Intensive Cardiac Care Center and General Hospital. 
Nevertheless, he was not one to give up. The encouragement of friends gave him hope. He 
sought strength in the reception of Holy Communion as much as possible. He took solace in 
the word of God. He, his family, prayer groups, friends , kept praying. And he began 
Chemotherapy. He had another scare when during Chemotherapy the catheter inserted into 
his superior vena cava snapped . A careful surgical intervention at the Goa Medical College 
helped remove the broken bit from his heart. Our hopes grew. God was hearing our prayer. 

Then we had the news that he resumed work. We thanked God. He was on his way of 
recovery. The Chemotherapy was not without its discomfort and suffering. But he looked to 
the healing part. The six chemotherapy sessions were increased to ten and Cypriano went 
through it. But then came a shocker. The killer had migrated to another part. Blocked his 
small intestine again preventing him from any intake even a sip of water. Medically nothing 
could be done. We asked for life and we had death nearing.. .Had God not heard our prayers 
? 


Life is a gift from God and it is. He who grants a long or short life. It is not the years that 
matter but the quality of the years that matter . Cypriano strived to be a good son, a good 
husband, a good father and a responsible person at work, rising to new heights. Let us be 
thankful for the 54 fruitful years of his life. Cypraino and his wife Bella accepted the 
despairing news gracefully. His prayer was, " Lord if you want. Heal me". He was ready to 
accept the will of God. God gave us a caterpillar and a thorny cactus..he suffered and along 
with him his dear wife 

Bella, who as faithful wife stood steady in pain and happiness with him and till the end all 
that she could do, at the same encouraging Cypriano to hope in a miracle. Similarly, his sons 
Asher and Eliezer, and the whole Sequeira and Lopes family took part in the agony. His 
friends were pained. But the joy was to see Cypriano serene. 

Without oral nutrition , and assisted by glucose and the nutrition liquids infused into his 
body he knew he needed to prepare himself for departure from this world. He sought to 
receive the Lord in the Sacred species regularly and prepared himself spiritually. His family 
was internally ready for the worst but knowing that God does work miracles hoped against 
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Hope . And on the morning of 23""^ of February Cypriano returned to the Lord but not before 
he joined his wife and family members in prayer . He spoke till the last moment and 
peacefully entrusted himself in the care of the Lord. He was just 54 years old. 

The flower we received was the faith of Cypriano, the butterfly his peaceful and serene death, 
the fact that his earthly sufferings are over. Life is a gift of God and we cannot make demands 
from the Lord. No doubt for his growing sons Asher and Eliezer, its an early loss. They will 
not have their dad besides them as they venture into life. Specially Asher who is preparing 
himself for the standard XII exams. His wife Bella will miss him a lot, it is a time of wondering 
of what awaits the future. They walked the Isle of the very Church where Cyprianos body lay 
for the final rites, at that time having hope . Today this future has been cut short. His mother 
brought him to church along with his twin brother to be baptized and may have had many 
hopes about their son as that of the other three sons and only daughter. One of the thoughts 
could have been that this son would lay her body to rest in the earth. She may have never 
thought that today she would have to lay his body to rest. His siblings and all his friends 
mourn this loss. 

But at this time the owner of the future, the Son of God says, ''Do not let your heart be 
troubled; believe in God, believe also in Me" (John 14,1). The book of Wisdom says, "The 
souls of the just are in the hand of God and no torment shall touch him" (Wisdom 3,1). St.Paul 
writes to the Romans, hope does not disappoint, because the love of God has been poured out 
within our hearts through the Holy Spirit who was given to us. (Romans, 5.5). Jesus has 
shown us the way.

Here is a man who was weak like 
any of us, he had his failings but yet was subservient to the will of God.He gave God the right 
place in his life and today he lives on.We all have to leave this world one day. Moreover, we 
cannot remain with flowers that perish in our hands or with flying butterflies, which we 
have to run after. But we need to live a normal life which blooms by uniting in Christ's 
suffering and becomes beautiful by hard work. Let us remember the good deeds of Cipriano, 
strive to imbibe them and may we one day be united with our brother Cipriano, chanting the 
praises of God the Father, the Son and the Holy Spirit. 
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The Last Interview

An interview with journalist Cypriano Lopes (Senior Doordarshan Producer), in early 
February 2016, when he was ailing and battling cancer. Cypriano died later the same month. 

FN: You've been in journalism for a long time? 


CL: Yeah, I've been a journalist (at Doordarshan). Before that also, in 1991,1 started writing 
for Herald. I was around 30 at that time. Before that, I would contribute to my village and 
school magazine. I had a flair for writing, investigative journalism ( was something I 
liked).Rajan Narayan would encourage me very well, and I would always go after scoops. I 
would never go to the Police Station, sit there, take their stories and write what ther're saying. 
I used to generate my own stories. 


FN: Do you remember some of them? 


CL: Once, somebody told me that at the Sports Authority of Goa, Margao, the food that was 
given was very poor. That stipends were deducted from the boys trained there, but they were 
not getting proper food. 


If you go and ask them, they'll never answer. So I took a questionnaire and I told them I was 
doing research on the Sports Authority of India-where it is, how it operated, how much food 

was served.Behind that, I had a motive:to investigate. There was a lady who was very 

helpful to me. She provided all the information, and I told her that it would be kept 
confidential. 


That is how the issue appeared on Herald on the front page. All the statistics were given, such 
as how much food was given to how many candidates. The next day, the bosses started 
harassing her. She phoned me. I told her not to worry and again carried a rejoinder. It came 
out the next day, saying she was harassed due to the story. 

That was one thing. 

Then, in my village, everybody used to complain that the tubelights were stopping to 
function ver fast. I wondered why this was happening. The local authorities were buying the 
best of tubelights, maybe Godrej or Philips. So I went and enquired. When I went to see, there 
was a sticker of Philips and underneath, there was something else. 

The panchayat would spend a huge amount of money to purchase these consumables and 
there was one distributor who was sharing the proceeds with them. He would just use a 
sticker (over the original brand-name). 

So I sensed that there was a scam there. I went and met a Secretary, who was my villager. I 
said, this is something very private, but you come out clean. If you're not, I will publish the 
story, name you and treat you as an accomplice there. 

He said, "Don't worry. What do you want?" So I told him I wanted all the vouchers, receipts, 
payments, orders, everything. He gave me and told me. These things are happening here, but 
please don't mention my name". 
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I did a story on that, and published it in the Herald. The next day, the Collector ordered the 
Sarpanch to step down. The Collector told him to either step down or he would be sacked. 
People (had till then) thought that Sarpanch was very clean. He got very much annoyed with 
me, and his two sons started threatening me with body harm on the streets in Chinchinim. I 
told them they could do whatever they wanted; that I stood by the truth. If you have 
something else, you give a clarification, or meet the Herald. 

I had given all the details; he could not escape, or go anywhere. What would he say? Could he 
deny that the transaction had taken place, that the receipts were there, that the payments had 
been made? Everything was in the registers. That was another story.... 

Then, one pump owner in Verna, he said that he read my story in the Herald, so could I do a 
similar story in his Panchayat too? I went there and go to see my colleague (from the Herald) 
was there. He asked me, ''Why have you come?" I told him that I had been called, and was 
doing a story. He told me that he was doing his story also. I told him, 'You do your thing. I'll 
do my thing.' 

He argued that this was not possible, as he was a regular at the Herald, but I was a 
correspondent. I said, so what?. Then I wrote a story. Similarly, how I got the story in 
Chinchinim, I got the details here.From the Secretary, he gave me everything. 

This was in between 1991-92. 

I wrote my copy and there was a Herald office in Margao. At that time, I could not type. So I 
asked my colleague (the same one mentioned above) if he could type it for me. He asked for 
my story and on reading it said: "No, no. This story you cannot write. We were both present 
there. We will both write it". He read my story and tore his manuscript. He suggested a joint 
byline. 

The next day the story appeared. I went to the Herald and said this is the way I'm getting the 
treatment for writing. And moreover, after writing so much, I was not getting a hundred or 
even ten rupees for writing the stories. I was spending my petrol and time, and I was not even 
paid ten rupees. I said I did not want to work that way, in a humiliating environment. 

By that time, Norman Dantas was working in the Herald. He promised to look into matters 
and suggested I continue writing without worrying. 

In 1992, another story appeared. It was the first lead on Page 1. It was about the misuse of 
medicines by doctors. I was a Medical Rep myself, and knew how doctors were misusing 
medicines. How they would prescribe antibiotics, dumping antibiotics which you don't 
require at all., painkillers and antibiotics everytime. 

I sat at home and didn't interview a single doctor. I constructed the whole story myself. 
Saying that so-and-so said this, and someone else, something else. 

The next day, everyone was looking at me. I wondered why that was so. I had not got (to 

read) the Herald as yet Someone asked, "Cypriano Lopes, is it you? There's a big article on 

the Herald by you". I told them it was written by me. That was the article that shot me in 
prominence, it came on the first lead on Page 1. 

'Living or Dying Makes No Difference' was the headline.

Journalists seldom get interviewed. They talk to everyone else, record them, and portray the 
world as they see it. But who talk to the journalists themselves? 

Doing so can be important: you never know when it might be too late. I had spoken to Joel 
D'Souza, the prominent and long-time freelancer, a few weeks before his untimely death in 
2015. Later, his family and friends told me that those were important memories, which 
otherwise might have been lost forever. 

In the case of Cypriano Lopes, things were quite different. For personal reasons, I had myself 
not been frequenting Cafe Prakash, near Azad Maidan in Panjim. The place that some of us 
jokingly referred to as 'The Unofficial Press Club of Goa'. So, I had not missed Cypriano's 
absence there. 

When Nelson Lopes told me, on December 27, 2015, during our annual Goanetter meeting 
that Cypriano was battling cancer, I felt terribly guilty. This was something I had not even 
realized for the past half-year and more. Besides, as if everything was normal, I had even 
been SMSing him invites for the various book 

launch functions we were organizing during this period. Not one to shed tears after 
someone's death, I feel it makes more sense to make a difference when we can. So I went, 
armed with my voice-recorder. Cypriano readily agreed to speak 'for the record'.And how. 
The audio of the recording is online atihttps:/ / archive.org/ details/cyprianolopes 1. 

.FN: It must have been very tough to work from Salcete in those days, considering that the 
Press was all based in Panjim. Salcete was a very important circulation area for the Herald. 
But still, the distance was a lot, you had to come here, the payment was peanuts, all those 
kinds of things. What were the challenges of being a correspondent in the Herald in those 
days? 

CL: I enjoyed it. I though, if you can, expose some wrong-doings. I even exposed politicians.! 
told them not to use my by-line with those stories. But somehow the politicians involved, 
would come to know it is you who had written it. 

Then, I had appeared for an All-India exam to join Doordarshan-All India Radio. I got 
selected. Being a Central Government job, and my writings were always controversial. That 
would give a nice handle to someone to take revenge on me. So I told Norman it was not 
possible to write. He suggested that I should continue, but my duty did not allow me. 

Herald then would give the scope to venture into anything that you liked.I was not a routine 
journalist, focusing on police-station stories. My thing was to be adventurous, to explore. 

Then, when I joined DD, I saw this as another opportunity to me. I did a lot of documentaries. 

There was one kidnapping in Margao, of Giriraj Parampalli. That documentary got a lot of 
publicity. The day it was telecast, it was a sensational story. Doordarshan was widely 
watched then. I interviewed the accused in the jail. While passing by Panjim, when going 
home, everybody was watching the documentary as if they were viewing a cricket 
match.That gives you satisfaction. 

FN: TV was a new medium. It must have been tough and slow? 

CL: Once we joined, we were given training at FTll, the Film and Television Institute of India. 
Private TV came much later. It was a big challenge for me. You have to write a script and 
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support it with visuals, carry on your line, not lose focus, be truthful to your story. We also 
had a lot of freedom in Doordarshan in those days. 

I was not frightened of anybody, and said, ''Vll do". Provided I don't defame anybody. 

FN: Which are the other memorable stories? 

Quite a few documentaries. The Mol (Medium of Instruction) issue was going on, so I 
thought why not get the stalwarts, into the studio?. We called, for a talk-show. Radha, 
Pundalik, Shivdas, Wilson Mazarello, Tomazinho Cardozo were there. I called Uday 
Bhembre (he declined to come). 

The discussion started, and the people got enraged with the replies of Pundalik and Shivdas. 
Before telecast, there were phone calls from the Devanagari lobby, asking that the telecast be 
stopped. I said I would not stop, but telecast it. 

My director received some 10-15 letters, accusing me of being "anti-national". I still have 
those letters and can show them to you. Some called me a threat to national security. The 
letters came in different names and different letterheads. 

Somebody said that Konkani is not called Devanagari, but called Bamani. (Supporters of the 
Devanagari lobby) took exception to that, and started using that issue. 

Our directors want to play safe. If a matter is reported to the Director-General, they ask for an 
enquiry. So I asked some others to write letters appreciating the programme. In the next two 
to three days, some 8-10 letters came in. 

The director asked for an explanation. I said there were letters on both sides, you come to 
your own conclusion. I've done my job. The director suggested I avoid controversy; in this 
government service, he said, nobody will protect you. You have to protect yourself. 

Then I realized that there is no press freedom. And creative freedom, they want to suppress. 
If you're not toeing their line, then. 

FN: Inspite of all the problems, we would still feel optimistic that we've done our job? 

Yeah, I was getting internal satisfaction. Whatever little you can do, you have to do. 

In Government service, if I do, I get paid. If I don't do anything, I also get paid. But when 
you're there, when you can make a change, why don't you do? 

I've been in Doordarshan for the past 23 years. 

A lot of private players have entered (TV) but they only sensationalise the news. One 
headline is repeated throughout the day. They will murder you there (on television) and 
nobody will bother about it. In Government service, you cannot do that. You need to weigh 
the pros and cons. There's nothing wrong in giving both the sides, balancing the issue. 

Nowadays, I am watching BBC and I was very much interested in the Syrian War. When 
Russia intervened, not in one instance was a Russian view taken. Experts from the US or 
elsewhere are brought in and they keep bombarding their opinion on others. 

Yet (and despite all its problems), if I had the chance, I would any day like to be in journalism. 
All over again.

GODWIN CO-OPERATIVE HOUSING SOCIETY 

The members of the aforementioned Co-Operative Society are deeply saddened and mourn 
by the demise of their active member-Mr.Cypriano Lopes. The Society is immensely 
indebted to him and finds no words to express their gratitude. Mr. Cypriano purchased the 
flat in 1998 at Victor Apartments, Annaxim, Cujira, Santa Cruz. In 2003, he united the owners 
of 4 buildings of Victor Apartments to register as the Society for control and benefits. In his 
capacity as the Secretary, he used his influence, experience, legal knowledge at a great 
personal sacrifice of time, efforts, and resources, surmounting impediments and finally 
registered Godwin Co-Operative Housing Society Ltd., under Reg. 
No.ARCS/CZ/HSG/528(B) of Goa Co-Operative Act 2005. After the completion of the 
Society, he resigned voluntarily to emphasize indispensability, but continued serving in the 
Executive Committee. 

On 8*^" August,2008, through a legal formality, the Sale Deed of Conveyance of Land and 
Buildings was transferred in favour of Godwin Co-Operative Housing Society Ltd., under 
No.2442, pgs.486 to 557 of BK B, volume 1995 with Sub. Registrar, Tiswadi, Panaji. 

In 2010, the Society faced another threat to its legally conveyed property. M/s. Naik Auto 
Corporation, Margao, constructed automobile workshop. It is prohibited in a residential 
zone through Goa Gazette to stop the nuisance of air, water, noise pollution, traffic chaos and 
safety of the residents. Cypriano once again mobilized the residents, locals and convinced 
forcefully the Sarpanch of Village Panchayat of Santa Cruz to stop issuing Trade Licence. 

Continuing harassment of the Society, in 2014, Godwin A. A.Gonsalves, who had constructed 
Bldgs. 3 & 4 with 8 flats, 4 shops, 4 garages of Victor Apartments, leased 4 garages and 4 shops 
to Monarch Agencies, Karnataka, without obtaining mandatory N.O.C from the now 
registered Society. The Sarpanch in 2015 granted Trade Licence dated 10-04-2015, under 
pressure and for selfish interest, ignoring the legitimate objections by the Society. 

Mr. Cypriano, once again guided and toiled to file a petition with the Director of Panchayat, 
U/S.178 Panchayat Act of 1994. The case to suspend the illegal licence is in progress. His 
absence is a void in our battle for the cause of the society, for which he worked selflessly and 
tirelessly and even on the death bed was concerned about the progress. Thus the birth, 
growth and measures to safeguard the legal rights of the society are intimately entwined 
with the wisdom, experience, legal insights of Cypriano. He was thus the architect of our 
Society. We assured him that we will fight with the determination to the very end. 
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Cypriano being an affable, suave, friendly, god fearing and devout individual has touched 
the hearts and minds of the residents of Godwin Co-operative Society for all times to come. 
We earnestly pray for his family for the courage, faith and strength to bear the loss and to 
remember that the residents are all there to support her and will stand by her family 
whenever it is required. May his soul rest in peace.

He believed and openly expressed his understanding, belief and 
encouraged me, both in my success and failures.I fondly recollect how he specially visited 
my residence with an outstanding scholarly lltian to brief and convince me of worthy 
attempt and hard work to attain goal I set for myself. Padrin was suave, gentle, patient, 
deeply spiritual, reasonably persuasive without ever imposing his views, leaving it to me to 
pursue with determination my own goals, at my own space. The news of my completion of 
B.E. filled him with radiating joy, but conveyed regretfully that he could not use the 
Whatsapp at the earliest any more to congratulate me. 

He had a moderating influence in my life and always told me all things in life can be achieved 
with a calm outlook and faith in God and not so much to rely in our own youthful strength, 
ego and pride. His wisdom, experience and casual suggestions made deep umpressions on 
my psyche. He was a real friend and emphatic listener to whom I could open up without any 
reservations and trust of absolute confidentiality. I learnt a lot from him about how difficult 
conflicts can sensitize us to improve and progress. Padrin, not once failed to remember or 
wish me on my birthday and showed specially considerations in village feast too, though I 
am ashamed that I didn't reciprocate in the same way. Whenever I was disturbed, excited and 
irritated and if an when he visited chinchinim, I eagerly sort his presence to speak to him. 
Though at times, I ignored his experiences, 

suggestions, I still had enduring faith in his wisdom, which produced positive outcomes. At 
one point, when I was not doing as was expected in my studies, losing confidence and even 
contemplating quitting, he advised me against such an unwise step and prayed to give me 
strength, to face the reality with determination and courage and made me to believe in myself 
with trust in God. His ringing message, that only when one is routed in belief outside self, 
miracles happen. Failures, he mentioned as stepping stones for success. I am internally 
indebted to him, as I finally completed my B.E., when he was still there to hear the news. He 
genuinely expressed more faith in me then I had in myself. He instructed me, as to how to 
look out for openings, prepare for tests, interviews and not be disappointed with initial 
rejections. During his illness, his deep faith made him to accept the will of God for comfort 
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And solace to our tormented minds and still pray for others. He never complained, grumbled 
or blamed anyone and knew for sure that end was near. In fact his sufferings made him more 
humane, as he directed concerns towards others and tactfully avoided wallowing in self- 
pity. He seemed to give up the battle for survival after enduring pain- full cycles of 
chemotherapy with hope and expectations but with no permanent effects in sight. 

My Padrin, whom I admired and respected will always remain a role model for me and I shall 
endure to walk in his foot -steps on a beaten track to be proud and worthy of him. In his 
untimely demise I am orphaned by pillar of strength and a rock of support of dependence. I 
shall treasure his cherished memories in the depths of my heart and mind. 'The greatest 
tribute to the dead is not grief, but gratitude'. 'Death leaves a heart ache no one can heel but 
love leaves a memory that no one can steal.

''Every one of us will depart one day for sure, with one way, reserved, free ticket, confirmed 
seat and with flight absolutely on schedule. Our good deeds is our luggage, humility our 
passport, love our visa to travel Executive Class to final destination". Cypriano subscribed to 
it. 

He was born on 21"* July 1961, one of the twin brothers to late Mr. Fabio and Ms. Albetina 
Lopes. Cypriano was always acknowledged as the beacon of light, guide...leader and 
adviser to the family, who were proud of him specially his late father. He was an abstemious 
person for he stayed away from drinks, smoke and alcohol, even at all his 
functions/celebrations. Cypriano was steeped in religious faith, traditions and practices. He 
endured patiently with hope and smiles his illness with surgery and chemotherapy, 
unconditionally accepting the will of God. 'Why me and now' is the perpetual searching 
question perhaps Cypriano also asked, but his abiding spirituality and belief was soothing 
balm to his tormented mind. Suffering helps us to be compassionate and humane. The 
miracle why he didn't suffer as expected is because of prayers of numerous friends. The 
analogy, why a gardener plucks fruits and at different stages without his authority ever been 
questioned is always appropriate. Even in the worst of circumstances he directed genuine 
concerns towards others. "IT IS NICE TO BE IMPORTANT, BUT MORE IMPORTANT TO 
BE NICE", which principle earned him endearing, committed circle of very intimate friends, 
colleagues and neighbors. His qualities of heart and soul with humility, wisdom, experience, 
listening skills added to his popularity, as "a jewel of a person" for building human 
relationships. Cypriano, thus very responsively fulfilled his role as the son, husband, father, 
brother/brother-in-law, friend and neighbor. 

He topped his group at SSCE winning People of Chinchinim awards. Introduced, 
popularized. State and Local Badminton Tournaments over the years at Chinchinim for the 
first time ever. Initiated interest in Cricket Club activities too. Established and enhanced 
Konkani prize at SSC under Chinchinim Junior Jaycees. He also arranged for musical classes. 
Represented his College and Goa in football at National school games at Guwahati, Assam 
1979. As the active founder Trustee of P.C. Trust he released a souvenir with details of 
history, schemes, donors for public information and record. The Trust gratefully appreciated 
his valuable contributions. His investigative reports/articles on corruption often made it to 
the front pages of Herald. Reading English classics were his forte, and was a voracious 
reader. Central Service conditions severely restricted his passion for writing. Cypriano also 
arranged free, 350 plus Senior Citizen cards for the villagers from Social Welfare Dept., Govt, 
of Goa. He, as ex secretary took legal steps to register Godwin Co-Operating Housing Society 
Ltd., Cujira, SantaCruz. 

His creative talents found true expressions for innovative, distinctive programmes at Goa 
Doordarshan, propagating theatre, music and was passionate about Goan culture. He 
encouraged young tiarists, singers and playwrite by providing a platform. He produced 
Konkani telefilms, discussions, debates, phone-in programmes on current topics. He thus 
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enjoyed trust, appreciation and support of his superiors/colleagues, who looked up to him 
with trust, respect and admiration. 

He is aptly described as ''Noted Konkani Activist". "Konkani Mai loses a true patriot". 
"Silent Warrior of the Roman Script". "Illustrious crusader and patriot" Cypriano "a staunch 
supporter" was in fore front in the movements to spread Konkani literature recognize 
Konkani and worked tirelessly to reach out to Romi Konkani populace far and wide.

The steady, constant stream of visitors, friends, 
neighbours, colleagues, relatives during his illness added and enhanced, cheerful, joyful 
length of his life.

Lopes for Romi Script to attain the Official Status in Go State's Language Act. 

It was with deep sorrow that I have put a fistful of mud over Mr. Cipriano's coffin in the grave. May his 
good Konkani Loving Soul R.I.P.

He was a silent worker. He never looked for publicity but his work spoke volumes and was 
loud enough to everyone to hear. He did what he did just because he loved to do it and not to 
receive any appreciation from others. 

Cypriano Lopes from Chinchinim, Salcete, Goa, belonged to a rare breed of Goans who felt a 
natural obligation to do good to Goa and Goans and he went on doing just that. 

He felt hurt seeing the rampant destruction of the Goan environment and did all in his 
capacity to create awareness against such destruction. He felt hurt at the rampant destruction 
of Goan social values in the name of ''Tourism Development" and he did all in his capacity to 
restore these social values. 

He resented the passage of the malicious Official Language Act of Goa (1987) for he knew 
that under the pretext of uniting Goa all that it did was to divide Goa on communal lines.
